The vice presidency will prob- 
ably remain vacant until next February when the Na- 
tional Assembly is sched uled to elect both a presi-

EEC : /Leading EEC officials doubt that there is 
any chance of agreement within the EEC on a common 
credit policy along the restrictive lines proposed by 
West Germany. Bonn would set a normal 5-year 
credit period and in exceptional cases would extend 
this to a maximum of seven years for the USSR and 
eight years for Eastern Europe. Paris has called 
the German proposals "too far reaching" and restric- 
tive of community freedom of action. The Nether- 
lands Government has now announced that Dutch ex- 
porters may allow up to ten years if necessary to 
meet foreign competition for Eastern European trade
